THE CABINET yesterday approved 
the Sinal agreement by 18 votes, 
with one Minister, Shlomo Hillel, 
abstaining. 

Before the seven-hour Cabinet 
session began, Ministers were called 
‘to the Prime Minister Office, where 
they were handed all the relevant 
documents and maps to study. 


One Minister told The Jerusalem 
Poat last night: “We sat there like 
serious litte schoolboys doing our 
-homework and ploughing through 
those papers in Hebrew and English 
painstakingly. We made it our busi- 
ness to find out what it was all 
about." 


The actual session opened with 2 
review by Premier Yitzhak Rabin, 
who explained the principal points 
in the final draft. The Chief of Staff, 
Rav-Aluf Mordechai Gur, then 
analysed the security implications - 
of the agreement with the help of 
detailed maps, on a scale of one 
centimetre to every kilometre.

Hon, that her economic survival is 
bound up with oll and Middle East 
peace. 

France bas tried to make hard 
and fast deals with Middle Eastern 
countries but all have collapsed. 

Egypt has come under the U.S. 
umbrella, leaving France very much 
in the cold, and Saudi Arabia has 
never actually signed a massive oil 
deal which would ‘have ensured 
France's oil needs for another de- 
cade. As for Iran, the immense pro- 
mises by the Shah on his official 
visit here have just never survived 
the barest probing. It was dis- 
covered the Shah was promismg 
the same massive contracts and 
loans to more than one country 
at a time. Since these promises, 
Iran’s own economy has started to 
buckle. 

Peace in the Middle East will 
give France the much needed 
breathing space to reorganize its 
economy without the fear of conflict 
in the area disrupting oil supplies. 

‘The French radio and television 


bas given wide and objective report- 
ing on the Kissinger peace shuttle. 
Television scenes of Israeli police 
battling with anti-Kissinger pro- 
testers made sad viewing here in 


Paris. . 

The evening newspaper “Le 
Monde” said that Dr. Kissinger 
had “scored a double success for 
the United States.” 

It added, “For one thing, he has 
prevented the spectre of Arab eco- 
momic reprisals in the event of an 
armed conflict, and Washington will 
never be faced with chosing between 
its old ally Tarael or its new friends 
the Arabs.” 

In Bonn, the West German For- 
eign Ministry said it weicomed the 
interim peace agreement, A minis- 
try spokesman said the Government 
was pleased with any steps that 
coulé help improve the situation 
in the Middle East. 

A spokesman for Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher’s Free Dem- 
ocratic Party called the agreement 
“a success,” that would help lessen 
danger in the area. 

‘The first American Jewish re- 
action came in New York from the 
American Jewish Committee. In a 
statement, Elmer Winter, president 
of the 42,000-member committee, 
said: “The American Jewish Com- 
mittee welcomes the news of a 
second phase disengagement be- 
tween Israel and Egypt 


“It welcomes it for the promise 
it holds for the complete and last- 
ing peace that has eluded the area 
these many years. 

“We are gratified that our coun- 
try, under the leadership of Pre- 
sident Ford and Secretary Kissin- 
ger, and with the overwhelming 
backing of the American people and 
Congress, had played such an active 
role in the pursuit of Middle Hast 
peace. 7 

“Certainly it will continue to be 
in America's national interest to 
provide the necessary underpinnings 
— economic and political — to in- 
sure peace in the area and the 
viability of the democratic state 
of Israel.” 

Rabbi Arthur Hertzberg, acting 
chairman of the Conference of Pres- 
idents of Major American Jewish 
Organizations, declared in a state- 
ment issued last night: “Israel has 
taken the risks for peace that Pres- 
ident Ford and Secretary Kissinger 
have said were essential to progress 
toward ending the conflict in the 
Middle East. We can afford no illu- 
sions about this or any other agree- 
ment. No arrangement is better 
than the intentions and perform- 
ance of the parties. If it is to work, 
the agreement requires that the 
Administration and the Congress 
comply wholeheartedly with the as- 
surances of continued support offer- 
ed by our representatives and relied 
upon by the Government of Israel.” 


Kissinger’s proposals read at UN: 
Sweeping global economic reform 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — The 
U.S. proposed sweeping global eco- 
nomie reforms to help developing 
nations at a special session of the 
UN General Assembly yesterday. 

The proposals, ranging from 
energy and food reserves to ade- 
quate medical facilities, were de- 
tailed by Ambassador Daniel Moy- 
nihan after Algerian Foreign Min- 
ister Abdel Aziz Bouteflik, elected 
president .of the 12-day meeting of 
138 countries, called for a restruc- 
tured world economy. 

Moynihan delivered a major policy 
speech which had been prepared by 
US. diplomatic, economic and 
financial specialists for delivery by 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 
The Secretary cancelled his ap- 
pearance here to wrap up the 
Egyptian-Israeli agreement in Sinai. 

“No country or group of coun- 
tries ghould have exclusive power in 
the areas basic to the welfare of 
others," Moynihan said. “This prin- 
ciple is valid for oj). Tt also applies 
to trade and finance.” 

He pledged the U.S. would work 
for the success of the conference 
called this autumn by France of 
industrialized, oij-producing and de- 
veloping countries, calling ‘the 
parley a test between consumers 


and producers. 
Among the specific U.S. proposals 
were: 
@ Creation of a new development 
security facility within the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund to give 
loans in the face of export fluctua~ 
tions up to §2.5 billion in a single 
year and with a potential total of 
$10 billion in outstanding loans. The 
IMF board of directors will get 
detailed U.S. proposals on the plan 
this month. 
@ Expansion of the World Bank's 
International Finance Corpora-~ 
tion's capital from the present 
$200m. to at least $400m. 
@ Creation of an international in-~ 
vestment trust “to mobilize 
portfolio capital for investment in 
local enterprises. The trust would 
have managerial functions, and per- 
haps provide seed capital, but most 
of its fund would come from gov- 
ernment and private investors. In- 
vestors would be protected against 
major losses by a $200m. loss re- 
Serve provided by governments of 
oil-producing, industrialized and de- 
veloping countries, 
@ Establishment. of an interna~ 
tional energy institute to bring 
together developed and developing 
countries, consumers and producerg 


with support of the existing inter- 
national energy agency and the in- 
ternational atomic energy agency. 
The U.S. invited other countries to 
help find and explore new sources 
of fossil fuel, discovery and uSe of 
low-grade resources and production 
of solar and geothermal power. 
@ Creation of an organization to 
coordinate and finance techno- 
logical assistance in non-food agri- 
cultural and forestry products. 
@ Creation of an international in- 
dustrialization institute for re- 
search of industrial technology to- 
gether with governments and in- 
dustries research facilities of devel- 


oping countries. 

@ Creation of an international 
centre for the exchange of 

technological information as a clear- 

ing house for the sharing of re- 

search and new findings relevant to 

development. ? 

“If the nations assembled here 
cannot reach consensus on the pro- 
per role of these enterprises," Moy- 
nihen said, “the developing coun- 
tries could lose an invaluable as- 
set.. if the world community is 
committed te economic development, 
it cannot afford to treat transnatio- 
nal enterprises as objects of eco- 
nomic warfare.”

THE YEAR 1975 is turning out to be 
ἘΠ unsuccessful one in terms of 
economic performance. Production 
is down, consumption is down, and 


. investment remaing in the dumps. 


- Employment should be down, ac- 
cording to the plan, but shows no real 
signs of falling. Therefore there is no 
spare labour available for stepping 
up the export drive. But that does not 
matter, as it happens, because ex- 
ports are down anyway, so the 
labour could not be used even if it 
were available. 

What ,has gone wrong? Yosef 
Yoran, a senior economist at the 
Bank of Israel, offers an explana- 
tion. We were supposed, he says, to 
have a mild recession, but we have 
not got it — yet. What we do have is 
something which looks like a reces- 
sion but 15 actually something else. It 
is a standstill in exports, due 
(allegediy) to circumstances over 
which we have no control. 

To export means that other coun- 
tries have to import; and they are 
not doing that. OBCD figures (for all 
industrialised countries) show that 
their inflow of foreign goods grew 
steadily year by year from 1960 to 
1973, and then started to decline. It 
fell by 1.5 per cent in the first half of 
1974, by three per cent in the second 
half, and by a massive 13 per cent 
during the six months January-June 
of this year. In other ds, imports 
of countries which account for 
almost three quarters of world trade 
have nose-dived by 20 per cent since 
mid-1973. 

This is, of course, the result of 
earte] policies by OPEC. The oil 
powers had a trade surplus of $5 
billion in 1973, which soared to $60 
billion in 1974. The industrial nations 
had a collective surplus of $2.5 billion 
in 1973 — and a collective deficit of 
$37.5 billion in 1974, They werre forc- 
ed to impose a severe restraint on 
their foreign-currency expenditures. 

Israel had planned for a 
customary 15 per cent increase in 
her exports, as in previous years. 
This time custom did not prevail. 
The trend has changed. Mr. Yoran's 
point is that the present slowdown in 
Israel is caused not by the 
Government's economic policies, 
but by this freeze in the export trade. 


᾿ Had exports grown merely by the ex-

ΒΥ ITS VERY existence, Taiwan 


demonstrates two apparently incom- 
patible elements, namely a high 
level of economic activity, side by 
side with a rigid political stance. To 
borrow the famous comment made 
about Germany perhaps two 
decades ago, Taiwan appears to be 
an economic giant but a politica) 
dwarf. 

To take the. economic side first. 
Taiwan is a significant economic 
power in East Asia. Its strength has 
been built up over 25 years on 
steady, even spectacular, industrial

jastics. 

Internationally, the trade situa- 
tion was almost embarrassingly 
tilted in Taiwan's favour. Foreign in- 
vestment amounted in all to $850m. 
In particular Japanese interest in 
‘Taiwan continued and-was only par- 
tlally halted. by the traumatic 
developments which followed on the 
visit of U.S. President Richard Nix- 
on to Peking in 1972. Indeed some of 
the great names of Japanese elec- 


‘tronics, such as Sony and Sanyo 


began to produce Japanese goods, 
“‘made in Taiwan." 

The Taiwan dollar achieved the 
ultimate accolade when it was 
revalued in 1972 upwards against the 
U.S. dollar. In 1973 real G.N.P. grew 
by about 11 per cent, which was the 
same figure as for 1972. The 
situation two years ago, therefore, 
suggested that Taiwan was, if 
anything, growing too fast and in- 
deed over-straining its economy. 

In 1974, however, the economy 
came under severe atrain for 
another reason — Οἱ).

WHAT FOLLOWS from all the 
above? That it will be fatal if, having 
reached the brink of ἃ business sag, 
the authorities get into a panic and 
start reflating. The sag is not here 
yet. Israel needs to increase her ex- 
ports (and never mind about lame- 
duck industries, or urban renewal 
schemes). The matter is of 
desperate moment. 

OECD forecasts about the im- 
mediate future are a little more en- 
cour: In the second half of 
1975, the gross national product in 
the industrialised world will in- 
crease by 3.25 per cent, in the first 
half of 1976 by 4.25 per cent. Next 
year trade in the developed world 
will probably expand. if all goes 
well. by something like eight per 
cent. Israel can achieve a com- 
parable growth in its exports just by 
keeping up with the international 
average. 

It must, however, do more than 
that. and there is really no option. 
We must increase our exports by 
double and treble the International 
average. Otherwise the economy 
will be physically destroyed by the 
size of its gaping trade deficit. 

This year was a failure. The ex- 
Planation that world trade has’ 
dwindled is an excuse, no more. 
THE TRADE DEFICIT with which 
the country is stuck will be covered 


this year by a magnanimous gesture 
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on the part of the U.S. Government, 
taking into account that Israel Ly 
sacrificing valuable assets in Sinai. 
Next year the Americans will not 
provide so much. We have to earn 
more dollars. 

And if there is no unemployment 
on the domestic market, there will 
be no labour available to produce 
those dollar-earning goods. 
Commerce Minister Bar Lev spoke 
last week of the need for 10,000 more 
industrial workers. They must, for 
the most part, be released from 
other sectors. This can be done only 
through the generation of “frictional 
unemployment,” that is, the crea- 
tion of a pool of people temporarily 
out of work — having been fired from 
one job, and being on their way to 
another. 

Unemployment even of the 
frictional kind is created by cruel 
policies. The budget looks like run- 
ning a heavy deficit this year, and 
that is bad. precisely because it wil! 
make things easier for everybody — 
banks and bank clerks, airlines and 
alreréws, ports and port workers, 
the civil service and the civil ser- 
vants. Finance Minister Rabinowitz 
wants, as it were, to spite them all, by 
introducing a value added tax in Oc- 
tober iin order to reduce, if not 
eliminate, the budget deficit). He 
faces opposition. Even the Histadrut 
is calling for a respite. People say 
we have suffered enough without the 
VAT. 


WE HAVE INDEED been in- 
convenienced (the word “suffering” 
is an exaggeration). But we have not 
been inconvenienced enough. Mr. 
Rabinowitz is duty-bound to be 
cruel, in order to be kind. He must 
deflate sufficiently to put a squeeze 
on profits — all profits, with one ex- 
ception only: export profits. That will 
mean bankruptcies, dismissals and 
— what has so far failed to 
materialise this year — unemploy- 
ment. 

tf he refrains from creating 
frictional unemployment; if he should 
lose hig nerve and fail to provide 
enough jobless workers for mobilisa- 
tion in Israel's export industries, then 
the foreign exchange reserves will 
run out so fast we will not know what 
hit us. And the unemployment that 
will follow then — the real kind, not 
the frictional kind — will make the 
Slump of 1966-67 look in retrospect 
Uke a holiday.

Internal- 
ly. Taiwan can claim to have achiev- 
ed a high degree of political stability 
(aullen quiescence?) within the con- 
“fines ‘of the party structure of the 
Kuomintang. 

Although, internationally, Taiwan’ 
is largely becoming a “pariah” state 
and the number of states recognizing 
it has rapidly shrunk (especially 
since the end of the war in In- 
dochina), Taiwan's defence treaty 
arrangements with the U.S. dating 
from 1955 remain basically un- 
disturbed. 

The power manoeuvres in the in- 
ternational political order continue. 
No doubt Taiwan presents a golden 
opportunity. to the Soviet Union to 
find allies against Peking, and it is 
true that the Russians have been 
very active in the area. But the es- 
sential closeness of ties between 
Taiwan and the U.S. Inhibits a new 
relationship between Taiwan and the 
Soviet Union. It would be both incon- 
sistent and inconceivable for Taiwan 
to use both super-powers against 
fellow Chinese. Taiwan's dealings 
with the Soviet Union must always 
be unofficial. 

At present, Taiwan's difficulties 
in the post Vietnam war era appear 
to have increased as 50 many states 
(Philippines, Thailand, Malaysia) in 
Southeast Asia rush to pay tribute in

sales to Middle East and North Africa 
jumped to £918.9m., compared to 
£439.6m. Israel, however, remains 
the largest single trading partner in 
the area.

Banned plastic 


‘WASHINGTON (AP). — The Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) 
said Thursday it intends to outlaw 
polyvinyl chloride, the second most 
common production plastic, from 
use in bottles, boxes and other rigid 
containers for food. 

The proposed ban is based on fears 
that the product may cause cancer, 
the FDA said. The industry im- 
mediately denied that contention, 
saying through a Washington 
spokesman that ‘‘the actual 
possibility... is nil."” 

Polyvinyl chloride, or PVC, is a 
solid derivative of vinyl chloride gas. 
The gaseous form is widely 
acknowledged as a cancer agent, 
and its use is already under strict 
government regulation.

Their one serious offering: a 
vignette of fighting villagers, one of 
whom does not come back to the 
women waiting anxiously at home 
with their babies.

preciated but the modern dance ex- 
ecution amateurish. 

Wonderful humour was again ap- 
parent in a charming little wedding 
celebration, complete with 
umbrella-toting matchmaker. Un- 
fortunately there was no printed 
programme to enable me to identify 
outstanding soloists or 
choreographers.

The Panovs graced the evening 
with two classical ballet excerpts: 
the adagio from‘‘The Nutcracker" 
pas de deur, and a solo for Galina — 
Fokine’s “The Dying Swan” (music 
by Saint-Saens); and concluded with - 
their practically signature piece 
“The Girl and the Hooligan.” 

Valery Panov is at the height of his 
artistic prowess, using his superb 
technique at the service of elegant 
partnering and fine dramatic mime.

Her excellent technical facility is 
constantly more visible, as this time 
her fluid arm movements in the 
swan dance were absolute joy to 
behold. Each time she appears, her 
enchanting stage presence and inter- 
pretive subtlety become surer and 
more gratifying. 


Imported abstractions 


THE INTER-KIBBUTZ Dance Com- 
pany gave a concert at the Bat-Dor 
Theatre on Thursday evening, and 
this critic is sorry to report that the 
quality was at the professional level 
of other, better-known companies, in 
and out of Israel — sorry because it 
was more of the same abstract 
statuary that is presented here so 
often in the name of dance. 

Really it was gratifying that the 
performing was so good — both the 
technique and the stage projection of 
the.two men, Zachary Dagan and 
Mike. Levin, and of the five women: 
Jonat Osman, Sara Blitz, Miriam 
Hertz, Noa Shor and Martha Reifeld. 
This Gaton-based group gets better 
all the time. But I had hoped that 
since the kibbutz is so uniquely an 
Israeli creation, it might produce 
imagery that was more expressive 
of this country's essence and 
therefore more suited to my concep- 
tion of the dance art in energy, spirit 
and cammunication.

Flora Cushman's "River" was the 
one work of the evening that had 
literal content. wherein the 
movements dramatically portrayed 
feelings in six American songs of 
Roberta Flack. Plitz and Dagan 
gave a lovely visualization of one 
figure striving within another's tight 
enclosure. If “The Seed and the 
Husk" remained static, Jehudit Ar- 
non formed beautiful shapes of the 
two, winding and unwinding, to 
music of Alan Hovhaness. 

Avrahami's trio about stars snd 
dust sustained a lyrical mood in 
keeping with-its Debussy sonata. 
Cushman's “Cantata.” in a solidly 
carved movement style and abrupt 
phrasing, handled the same 
material: bodies touching each 
other, carrying each other, 4 girl 
with a girl or a boy and girl or a girl 
lifting a boy — all somewhat 
evocative and moat competently 
arranged, but all in that genre of 
contemporary understatement: 
just below the level of conscious for- 
mulation, bare of transferable 
emotions or clear structural 
development. 

There is no question that the kib- 
butz dance group can take justifiable 
pride in its progress. If its aim is to 
be competitive in the prevailing ar- 
tistic scene, it must surely be con- 
sidered successful!

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AGREEMENT 


TWO WEEKS of exhaustive and exhausting negotiations, 
coming after months of preparatory talks and an abortive 
negotiating attempt in March, were finally crowned with 
success yesterday. R ° 

The end result is an agreement specifically denoted as being 
between Egypt and Israel and which declares that the Middle 
East conflict and the conflict ——— Beypt and Israel shall be 
resolved by peaceful means, and not ‘orce. ᾿ 

Militarily it is a compromise between Egypt's desire to 
eliminate Israel’s strategic command of the Suez Canal area 
and Israel's desire to retain effective control of the Sinai 
passes. Out of that compromise arises a broader buffer zone, 
which together with mutual surveillance systems, should reduce 
the incentives for war. 

‘At the same time some of the costs and the risks of Israel's 
withdrawal from Israel's present line are to be mitigated by 
an added bilateral agreement with the United States. This 
part of the accord holds the promise that the common interests 
and aims of Israel and the United States, which have bound 
the two countries together, will be strengthened by explicit 
undertakings and coordination of policies. 

The key question, of course, is whether the agreement will 
be able to trigger a qualitative change in the relations be- 
tween Israel and Egypt. The Egyptians have taken pains to 
present the agreement to their own people as a further outcome 
of the diplomatic momentum that was sparked by the gains 
they made in the October war. Yet there are also some signs that 
Egyptians too are prepared to see it as a possible opening of 
ἃ new era. ! ᾿ 

But there are also constraints upon such optimism. They exist 
within Egypt and in the Arab world as a whole. The Pales- 
tinjan terrorist organizations have made their opposition to 
the agreement and their hostility to President Sadat very clear. 
And ‘Syria’s response, which could involve Jordan as well, has 
yet to be articulated. While the Soviet Union may for tts own 
purposes seek to avoid a direct diplomatic clash with the 
United States over this latest American political achievement 
in the Middle East, it will probably seek to reassert itself 
through the more radical Arab .forces who oppose the 
agreement. 

Tn addition it is not yet known how the U.S. Congress will 
act on the terms of the accord, which involve not only new 
levels of aid to Israel and Egypt, but also the presence of 
American civilian technicians in the passes. As Dr. Kissinger 
has said, American fears of the Vietnam precedent are in 
fact misplaced, for in this instance the U.S. is being asked, 
by both parties, to provide a technical service to help safeguard 
an agreement. Yet judging by statements coming from Wash- 
ington, the Administration must mount an extensive campaign” 
in the Congress to explain the point and allay the fears that 
exist. ἢ 
Certainly as far as Israel is concerned these fears are mis- 
placed. For the agreement does not alter the recognition that 
we must depend on ourselves and not upon others for our 
security. What it does provide is some room for hope that 
Israel’s continuing strength may ultimately lead to wider re- 
cognition among our neighbours about the advantages of 
progress towards peace.

THE CASE FOR PLASTIC SURGERY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — This fs pursuant to your ar- 
ticle of August 6 in which Chief Rab- 
bi Eliahu Bakshi-Doron of Haifa was 
quoted as saying that plastic surgery 
for merely cosmetic reasons vigiates 
halacha on the grounds that it 
changes the body unnecessarily. 

Jewish law prohibits any risk to 
the body, except when unavoidable 
for some dominant reason,, and 
regards the infliction of injury, upon 
one’s self or others, as a grave 
religious infraction. Theologicaily, 
the Jewish faith asks whether any 
attempt to improve on God's work 
constitutes an attack on the scheme 
of Providence. ς 

But there are other considerations. 
The Bible contains countless 
references to the physical beauty of 
its heroes and heroines and to the 
application of cosmetic treatments, 
and also provides physicians with 
approval to pursue’ their skilis. ‘In 


the Bible,” reasons the Talmud, “the 
physician was given permission to 
heal." 

As far as cosmetic surgery is con- 
cerned, its morality depends upon 
the circumstances involved In each 
instance. But it should first be un- 
derstood that physica! malformation 
is illness of a kind, for if it does not 
impair natural functions, !t may 
nevertheless attack the complexities 
of the mental and emotional struc- 
tures to create new maladies. 

It is my experience that un- 
sightliness disturbs the personality 
of its victim and may prevent him 
from assuming his proper role in 
society. - 

It is my honest, humble contention 
that when we, as plastic surgeons, 
correct or relieve any detriment to 
human health and appearance, God 
endorses our skills.
